Perbaps {it would be useful 
to returmito this In the present scarcity of 
water, always providing that the water can 
' be obtained from the mainland, asto which I am 
making inquiry. If this {1 adopted it might be 
well for the Sanitary Inspectors to distribute slips 
amony the inhabitants of the very poor and 
unsanftary parts entitling them to recelve say-12- 
gallons free uf charge for household cleansing. 
Of course all this would be unnecessary {f the 
Water Authoilty feels jastified in grantieg a 
larger supply for the tlme being.

The Captain Superintendent of Police—I was 
informed the day before yesterday that no less 
than forty people had died in Tank Lane, I 
miade doquistes acd I found the rez! samber of 
deaths was five; two of them were children 
who dicd from convulsions and the other three 
were ae people. ee 

The Colonial Surgeon—It was stated that slx- 
teen people had died in Tank Lane yesterday. 
You sce how the thing becomes exaggerated. 

The President—It seems to me what we ought 
‘todo now is not to discuss what Is pgit, but 
what we are to donow we have this plague in 
our midet. Under the Pablic Health Ordinance 
it Is possible for the Governor in Council. to 
declare any part of the colony affected with an 
epldemic, and 1 think perhaps that would be the 
most cffective way of dealing with this, to declare 
the clty of Victoria affected, The pablication 
of this proclamation .empowers the Board to 
makebye-laws; and I think the recommendations 
of Dr. Ayres and Dr. Lowson, just read, scem to 
meet the case. . 

After a Metle farther discussion Dr. Lowson 
was asked to state his views as the result of his 
visitto Canton. He sald :—Lavt Sunday I went 
with Dr, Renole tothe affected districts and to the 
Chinese hospital, which is vesy well conducted. 
T saw between seventy and a hordred cases, 
including the dead bodies; I tock careful note 
ofthe symptoms, and got a few hints from the 
manager. Notone of the attendants had been 
affected. At fit, 1 was told, the mortallty in 
the district was 80 per cent. of the persons 
affected ; {t afterwards fell to 30, but when I was 
there {t had gone up again,to 55 or Go per cent. 
Al this hospital from the previous evening there 
had been 36 cases, of which 22 had died. While 
theze the doctor ssid to me—"Oh, I hear you 
have just got some cases In Hongkong.” “Ob, 
no," isald, “Ithink you are mistaken.”, Bat 
when I came back on Monday I asked Mr/Ram 
and Mr. Sercombe Smith if any cases had been 
heard of, and Mr. Ram then told me what had 
been done by Dr, Ayres..and himself about 
sending an Inspector. About mid-day on Mon- 


day the sisters asked me to sce-aman who was 


fi Hisappearance strack me atonce, and Thad 
no doabt it was plague. I went with Dr, Ayres 
to-day to see the case, Dr. Ayres was little 
doubtful at first, but after seeing the otber cases 
at tke Tong Wah there 1s no doubt aboutit: I 
went to the Tang Wah and saw more cases than 
there are now; some have died or the cases 
have been removed. J was also strack with the 
bodies belng. removed from the dead house at 
the Tang Wah, and the great probabillty was 
they had died from that disease, as they had the 
same appearance as those I saw at. Canton. 
That is about as far as the facts go, 

The President—And yoor views? | : 

Dr. Lowson—The potson: Is probably deve- 
foped from atmospheric conditions involving the 
houses in w certala district, and is caused by 
poverty and ditt, Under ordinary conditions 
the disease is not contagious, but if healthy per- 
sons remalo In thesame atmosphere there is a 
good probability of their catching the diseace. 
‘The hospital at Canton was very alcely arranged, 
with plenty of freth alr, and the attendants tool 
care to emellisomething in a bag—sandalwocd 
and aromatic substances—and they. would not 
let these things go all the time I was with them, 
so that there ty no doubt they are frightened 
of the disease, allhough they sald no attendant 
had caught it, There is no doubt that by 
allowing the cases to stop dowa in Talping-shan 
and allowing them to accumulate there must be 
a danger to the community, and that is why I 
suggest the Aygsia should be brought over at 
once and. all. possible danger removed.

Mr, Francile—What do you thick should be 
done under section 33 of the Health Ordinance ?

In Canton I asked 
tho director of the pn my where he buried bis 
bodies, and he ssid a few had been taken away, 
but that ha had bought a plece of ground outs 
the bg eed burying them.

The following fs a avnopsis of a special report 
drawo up by Dr. J. H. Lowry of the disease 
which attacked the people of Pakhol in 1882, and 
to which reference wes made in Dr. Alex. 
Rennle’s descifplion. of the “plague” now 
existing in Canton and, to a limited extent, In 
Hongkong, read atthe meeting of the Sanitary 
Board yesterday afternoon. Little seems to have 
been known to foreigners of thisdfsease untll 
Mr, Rocher, of the Customs Service, published 
In bis Province Chinotse dié Yiinnars « descrip: 
tlon of It and its effects. : i 

The disease which Mr. Rocher saw, writes 
Dr. Lowry, ‘was undoubtebly plagce—locally 
called yang-tsi/.” He tells us that during the 
yeirs 1871-73 its ravages were preat through 
Yinnan ; be also learned that the. disease wat 
Imported from Burma, but there appears to be 
norellable information as to the exact date ofits 
Antreduction. There is, however, sufficient 
evidénce that [t has existed-in the province since 
the Rebellion, Me. Rocher speaks of the 
morlality among the rats, they belng first 
attacked ; buffiloes, oxen, sheep, deer, pigs, and 
dogs also suffered—the latter, he says, less 
severely, The symptoms {n man are slight 
fever, rapidly’ increasing ; fatense thirst; thea 
dark red swellings show themutlyes In the arme 
pits, groias or neck ; fever contisulng to increase, 
patlent becomes unconscious; bubo Increasing 
tll second day, afler which remalns stationary : 
when full size, about as large as achen’s or 
goose’s egg; then consclousness returns, but 
ctlll great danger, for ff the swelling upto this 
pelot has been hard, and becomes soft, the fever 
continulng, the case Is considered hopeless. If 
the tumour open externally, there fs m chance of 
recovery. Some Chinese pbysiciins baveattempt- 
edtocut these tomours, bat few aurvivéd ¢ 
Areatment; as a last resource they give large doses 
of musk. Such is the information Mr. Rocher 
obtained in Yiinnan, Subsequently, Mr. Colborne 
Baber, of H.B.M.'s Consular’ Service, in bis 
Notes on. Route of Mr. Growenor's Mission 
through Westirn Yilnnan, apeaks of plague. 
He says {ts approsch is indicated by the eruption 
of one or more miante red pustules, generally in 
the armplts, bot occasionally ‘in other glandular 
reglons, Mf several pustules appear, the disease 
Is nct considered so hopeless as. when these are 
few, The suffereris soon seiztd with. extreme 
weakness, followed In a few hours by agonisiag 
aches In every part of the body; delirium shortly 
enines, and in nite cases out of ten the result ts 
fatal, It often happens that the patient suddenly, 
to all appearance, recovers. leaves his bed, and 
affirms that,: beyond a slight sentation of weake 
ness, be feels thoroughly convalescent, This is 
invariably a-fstal sign; in about two hours. the 
achea return, and the sufferer dies, He alsa refers 
to the mortality among rats and poultry, pigs, 
goats, ponies, and oxen have died. Mr. Baber 
seems to have obtained most of his information 
ftom a French priest, who, being an old resident 
in the stricken districts, showld have .ample 
opportunity of noting the character of the disease, 
and {t fs Hkely oe general chservations ase 
correct, Mr. Baber was fortunste in meeting a 
native-—Governor Ta‘éo—wko hed been twice 
attacked by the diseaseg-his second stiack was 
vmnillder than the first. ‘The disease which appears 
in Pakhof does not seem to spread any t 
distance, as I havo been unable to find evidence 
of Its existing inany other partof the Kwang- 
tung province, or in the neighbouring province 
of Kwangs!, The existence or extinction of the 
disease commonly called pisgces ts of Interest 
not only to epidemiologists, but to the members 
of every community, In India it has. vot 
appeared for many years. In Sind its ravages 
were great from 1815 to 2819} in Narwdr, fo 
1836 3 Kumdon, 1846, and again in 1352, There 
{t appeared ae a fever of a typhus character, 
accompanied by exiernal glandular tamoursy {t 
was very fatal, death taking place in three or 
four days, It was not contagious, but infectious; 
the swellings were in a state of . 
inflammation and supporation. In many cases 
“death took place in 24-36 hours; there was little 
fever or other excitement, It was preceded or 
sccompanied by s great mortality among rate; 
no other animals ware affected, It occurred as 
high as 10,000 feet above the ses level, and with 
alow temperature; and again {n the villages, 
doring May, with s house temperature of 9g ° F, 

The epidemic which I have observed in. this 
district doesnot seem. to be an old disease, as it 
occurred for the fint time about 15 years ago, 
and aluce then has occurred at certain fatery 
the last severe outbreak being {n 1877.- Iam 
told, however, that a few cases occur every yeas, 


from thetowa. I can. never forget the extreme 
anxiety shown in the faces of friends of the sick 
who cars to fetch me; how the crowd kep’ 
palofa! silence during the time I held the ther- 
smometer In position while taking the body 
heat, ral evidently thloking it bad some power 
of charming the sickness away, : 

Toe, sheets of this town are in an abomln- 
able condition of filth and rno parallel with 
euch other, the highest’ street being 20-30 feet 
above the sea,. while the lowest ts clore to the 
water's cdge'; consequen ly, in‘a'day season, an 
enormous amount of excrementitious matter Hes 
fermenting under the floor,—and it is only 


when heavy rain comes that the place gets |" 


cleansed, In nearly every house where the 
dinease broke out, the rats had bean coming out 
of thelr holes and d: {og on the floors. I took 
the opporiunlty of disect’n;; several of the rats, 
selecting thore that had juat dled. Opening the 
chests first Icould Gcd nothing beyond alight 
congestlon ofthelungs, Inthe abdomen, all the 
Organs were congested, the intestines much dis- 
tended with gas; the stomachs contiiced noth- 
ing bat alittle sand, and it appeared as {f some 


tlme had elapsed since food was digested ; all | 


were In more or less the same condition. In 
two the liver appeared enlarged-; the blood was 
dark incoloer, Examination under the micros 
Cops revealed nothing, No other animals were 
attacked, : - 

Ont of sll the cases I anw, only two recovered 
—two children. It fvnecessary to say that I 
only sawasmall proportion of thoafilicted. I 
have tried to gather information concerning the 

ptoms and conditions of plague elsewhere, 
to kot what has bees observed in China may 
be Compared with them. 
af THE CAUSES. : 

“Beglasing with the causation of the disease, 
Thold—tst, that maceialing filth musthaye much 
to dowlth it; end the remarks I have already 
made asto the condition of the town and hoases 
warrant my statement, and, want of: sufficient 
ventilation, considerlog the number of human 
trfogs that are crowded to sleep in one house ; 
and fiom fear of thicres the houses are carefally 
‘shut up, even on the hottest nights. As for the 
specific cause, I am not at present prepared to 
say what the contagium is ; but whatever It be, 
Tam inclined to think it is one that réquires a 
certain high temperatere to bring ii into activity. 
I bave already apoken of the dry winter, and Low 
the floors of the houses must have got sodden 
with excrementitious matter ; but it was not till 
the. temperature began to rise that the disease 
maonlicsted Itself, continulog its march t!!l we had 
a bighertemperatare and raln began to fall. The 
degree of contaglousness of the discase seems 
varlabdle, for in the houses where I was it did not 
appear to attack all the members fn the sweeping 
manner we should expect. At the same time it 
must not be forgotten that many, from tear of 
contracting the disease, removed, that is, they 
did not asleep Io the houses with the sick. 
Frequently some onc had died before I came to 
the houte, and others may hare been taken sick 
after my atlendance ceased. In the cate of a boy 
who arrived from a dista: ce, took e'ck, and died 
in 48 hours, no one else had been 111 in the house, 
and no one took sick there afrerwarde.. There 
were act many persons io this house, and none 
wero young, The {inference I draw {s that the 
boy contracted the diseaio elsewhere, as ho 
became sik about eight hours after his 
arriv.1 in Pakhol, From what I have seen 
I believe the Incabation of the disease to be 
short, but I regret. not having any conclusive 
proof, The disease may, I think, be defined 
as a specific contaglous fever, of short’ 
duration, accompanied by glandolar swellings, 
and very fatal. There certainly appear sllght 
differences between what I have observed and 
the descriptions given of plrgue elsewhere, bat 
In the main they agree. Ilias e@ idest that the 
cares differ; in my own there were differences, 
though not very. material, ~ ; 

THE TREATMENT. 

In concluding my semazks, I have only to 
add thet my treatmest was various, Jo most 
of the cares there wat little time for ayything to 
act.. I gave nitro-bydrochloric acid, quinine, 
large deses of aromatic spirits of ammon 
chlorate of potash, etc. To the buboes I tri 
poultices ‘and fotlons, but never felt justified in 
usiog theknife, For the excessive temperature, 
tepld sponging was ordered, and I did my utmost 
to urge upon the peorle the absolute necessity of 
giving plenty of nourishment ; how far that was 
earsled ont Is very doubifol;as {t would be alien 
to all Chinese therapeutics, The Chinete treat. 
ment appears to have been chiefly the admin- 
istration’ of one’ of thelr“ cold medicines.’ A 
brown paste was puton the buboe, but the 
physiclans acknowledged thelr treatment to be 
fatile. Hed all these unfortunate sick been at 
once ‘removed to healthy ground, with free 
ventilation, arid with systematic administration 
of both nourishment and medicine, it {s possible 
I might act have to record so many deaths. I 
saw them {n thelr wretched houses, unsurrounded 
with the caze_and nuting to which we are 
‘accustomed, It is possible they attempted to 
eatry ont my di ons, which to them must 
have appeared singulay, none haviog come much 
{nto contact with lgners, much les foreign 
therapeutics. ‘Recently I have leaned that 
tarpentise and camphor were given with ‘somis 
succeas {n the'two Malta: pls; sudther drug 
was tried by me bere, 3 much regret not having 
secured 4 post-mortem, but {t could bardly be
